O thers will consider th e m atter 
from an o v e ra ll program stand 
point, recognizing that allotm ents 
a re part of the entire farm pro 
gram set u p —that they provide a 
way for each farm er to make some 
reduction in a crop for which large 
or excessive supplies on hand - 
and that bv this cooperative action 
m arket prices should be bolstered 
and support program s made m ore 
effective 
This will even be true 
of some 
livestock 
men. because 
som e of them believe that cheap 
grain soon leads to cheap livestock. 
“ W hatever the decision of our 
farm ers max 
be,” continued Mr 
Thom pson, “ we want them to know 
the rules of eligibility in connec­

allotm ents. 
F o r each 
known corn producing farm an al­ 
lotment 
has already been estab­ 
lished and notices 
thereo f have 
been sent to all interested parties. 
Any farm e r who complies with Ihe 
corn acreage allotm ent on every 
farm in which he has an interest 
in tho crop will be eligible for a 
loan or purchase agreem ent on all 
or anv p art of his 1954 corn crop.
